HE Lon Mavox of Londen is 
and the King's immediate Locum 
tenens, i. e. Lieutenant or Deputy in the City 
of Landon; fo conſtituted from and before 
the time of Wilkam the Conqueror; yet 
going under various Denominations. That 
King called him by the ancient Name of 
Portgrave; which is a compound <axor 
Word; Port fignifying a City, and Grave 
2 Count or Earl; fo that Portgrave was the 
Earl of the City. Hence the Honour due 
in general to a Count, as well in the King's 
Preſence, as elſewhere in Londen, was due 
to this Officer ; and in particular the Sword 

was 
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was carried before him. Afterwards the 
People corruptly called him Portreeve, which 
no more in Saxon than Villicus; i. e. Bailiff. 
At firſt the Mayor was made tumul- 
tuouſſy by all the Citizens, which occafi- 
oned preat Uproars and Diſturbances; where- 
fore they were choſen afterwards by fo 
many of the diſcreteſt and wealthieft Men 
out of each Ward, ſometimes more, ſome- 
times leſs; which ſelect Number was called 
the Commonalty. This Way laſted from EA- 
ward I. to Edward IV. And then after fome 
time, in his Reign the Election was by the 
Liveries of the Companies The firſt Com- 
monalty, mentioned in the City Books, was 
made upof Two Perſons in every Ward; who 
were choſen by the Good Men, that is, the 
diſcreeter, wiſer, and better fort of the Ward. 
Afterwards this Commonalty was increaſed 
to Four, then to Six, and even to Twelve ; 
out of fome Wards more, fome leſs, accord- 
ing to the Bigneſs, as the Mayor in his 
Summons directed and appointed. So great 
a Number as Twelve out of each of the 
Twenty-five Wards having been found per- 
haps to create Animoſities, in 20 Edu. III 
it 
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it was agreed, that from thenceforth ſhould 
come the Mayor and Aldermen, and 
Twelve, Eight, or Six out of every Ward, 
according to its Bigneſs, and they of the 
richeſt and wiſeſt, to chooſe a Mayor and 
Sheriffs, In the 15th of Edw. IV. by an 
Act of Common Council, the Maſters, War- 
dens, and Liveries of the ſeveral 
were taken in to affiſt at the Elections; and 
ſo it continues ever fince.—Of ancient times 
the Mayor was choſen on the Feaſt of St. 
Simon and St. Jude. 
Controverſy often aroſe between the Al- 
dermen and Commoners; the latter thinking 
that both the Nomination and Ele&ion be- 
longed to them only. And therefore, after 
they had agreed in the Weſt Part of Guild- 
ball (the Place where the Sheriffs are wont 
to hold their Courts) they would preſent 
One Perſon only to the Mayor and Alder- 
men, fitting on the Eaſt End of Guildhall, 
viz. in the Huſiings. But the Aldermen 
oppoſed, faying, that they were alfo Citizens, 
and of the Commonalty of the City ; and 
that it was not juſt, that they, on the account 
of the Prerogative of their Offices, ſhould be 
deprived from having a Voice in the Choice

of the King's chief Vicegerent in the City. 
Hereupon it became a Cuſtom, that the 
Commoners (after the Cauſe of their ſum- 
moning was declared by the Recorder) 
paſſed to the other End of the Hall, and 
nominated Two Aldermen who had been 
was their common Mouth, preſented to the 
Mayor and Aldermen the Names of the 
Two ; who going into the Upper Cham- 
ber, choſe, by Plurality of Voices in Scrutiny, 
One of them ; and coming down to the 
People in the Hall, declared, by their Re- 
corder, who was elected 

After Dinner, on the Day of Election of 
the Lord Mayor, for ſometime afterwards, it 
has been uſual for the Lord Mayor Elect to 
go up to be preſented to the Lord Keeper 
or Chancellor, attended by ſome of the 
Aldermen and the Recorder, all in their 
Violet Gowns, with their proper Officers, 
the Recorder making the new Election 
an Anſwer highly approving their Choice. 
On the Day of his Lordſhip being ſworn 
at M eſtminſter (which before the Alteration 
of the Stile was on the 29th of October) the

On the Loxzd Mayor's Day. 


T a Court of Common Council held 
at Guildhall on Thurſday the 6th of 
Ofober, it was I reſolved to 
invite their Majefties and the reſt of the 
Royal Family to Dinner on the approach- 
ing Lord Mayor's Day; and the Lord 
Mayor with the Two Sheriffs and the Re- 
corder were ordered to wait upon their 
Majefties accordingly, to know their Royal 
Pleafure. It was alſo refolved, That a 
Committee, confiſting of Four Aldermen, 
viz. Humphrey Parſons, Eſq; Richard Bro- 
cas, Eſq; John Barber, Eſq; and Sir Jahn 
Wilkems, and Eight Commoners, ſhould 
wait upon his Majeſty, and defire his Leave 
to ſet up his Majeſty's Statue in the

Royal Exchange; and likewiſe his Majeſty's 
Picture, togeth<c with that of the Queen, 
his Royal Conſort, in Guildhall : Accord- 
ingly, on Sunday the Sth of October, the 
Lord Mayor Elect, Sheriffs, and Recorder, 
waited on the King and Queen with the 
faid Invitation, which their Majeſties were 
graciouſly pleaſed to accept; and the fame 
Day the Committee appointed by the Com- 
mon Council to deſire Leave to ſet up his 
Majeſty's Effigy on the Royal Exchange, 
and alſo for drawing and ſetting up their 
Majeſties Pictures in Gui/dball, preſented 
the faid Requeſts to their Majeſties at Sz. 
James's, which were graciouſly complied 
with. The next Day the Court of Com- 
mon Council met again, and both the Lord 
Mayor Ele& and the Committee having ſe- 
verally made their Reports, a Committee 
was appointed and ordered to take Care of 
the Entertainment to be provided for their 
Majeſties on the enſuing Lord Mayor's 
Day, confifting of Eight Aldermen, viz. 
Sir George Mertins, Brocas, Parſons, Chil, 
Barber, Levet, Sir Jabn Williams, and A 
; and Sixteen Commoners, viz. Col. 
„ Dep. Snart, Everet, Cat, Far- 


rington,

rington, and Brewis ; Meſſieurs Evans, 
Prefton, Monk, Bridgen, Fotherby, Byrch, 
Thomas, Tims, Potts, and Tate. 

On Friday the 1 3th, the Sheriffs waited 
on the Princeſs Royal, and her two Siſters, 
the Princefſes Amelia and Carolina, and on 
his Royal Highneſs the Duke of Cumber- 
land, to invite them alfo to the faid Feaſt ; 
which their Royal Highneſſes were pleaſed 
to accept. 

On Monday the 3oth of October, Sir Ed- 
ward Becher, Knt. Lord Mayor EleR, ac- 
companĩed by the late Lord Mayor, Alder- 
men, and Sheriffs, in their Scarlet Gowns, 
went to the Water-fide; from whence they 
proceeded in the City Barge, attended by 
the ſeveral Companies in their reſpective 
Barges, to Veſtminſter; and having walked 
round the Hall, and folemaly faluted all the 
Courts, they went to the Exchequer Bar, 
where Mr. Serjeant Raby (in the Room of 
the Recorder) made a Speech on the Occa- 
ſion, and was anſwered by the Lord Chief 
Baron Sir Thomas Pengelly ; after which the 
Lord Mayor took the Oaths appointed, and 
having recorded Warrants of Attorney in 
the proper Courts, returned by Water 


tc 
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to Black Friars, and from thence to Guzld- 
ball, with the uſual Solemnity. 

The King, Queen, and Royal Family 
having received an humble Invitation from 
the City to dine at Guildhall, their Majeſ- 
Highneſs the Princeſs Carolina, came into 
Cheapfide about Three in the Afternoon, 
attended by the great Officers of the 
Court, and a numerous Train of the No- 
bility and Gentry, in their Coaches, the 
Streets being lined from Temple-Bar by 
the Militia of Londoz, and the Balconies 
adorned with Tapeftry. Their Majeſties 
and the Princeſſes faw the Proceſſion from 
a Balcony near Bow Church. Then their 
Majeſties and the Princeſſes being con- 
duced by the Sheriffs to Guilaball, the 
Lord Mayor, at the Entrance, kneeled, 
and preſented the Sword to the King, who 
was pleaſed to return it to his Lordſhip 
and he carried it before his Majeſty up to 
the Council Chamber; where Mr. Baron 
Thomſon made the Compliments of the 


City in the following Speech :
